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After the filing of the ultimate parent applications in 1990, an inventorship^^ CENTER 
dispute arose with respect to James Ripka, James Michael Pierce, Nevis Fregien, and 
Richard D. Cummings with respect to the subject matter of the present application. After 
the filing of those parent applications, the inventorship issue was investigated, 
culminating in the finding that John B. Lowe is the inventor of the subject matter claimed 
in the present application.
